DRIVERS LICENSE FEES. 


To most Nebraska citizens the attitude of some of 
the county treasurers, apparently backed by the or­ 
ganization of those officials, who are attem pting to 
take for their own use the 25-rent fee allowed for Is­ 
suing licenses to automobile drivers, is nothing short 
of amazing. 
Every county 
treasurer in the 
state, 
when be became a candidate, was 
elected 
and as­ 
sumed office, knew' J ust what m aximum Income he 
was to receive, and in effect entered into a contract 
with the public to transact all of the business of the 
position In consideration of a specified sum to be 
paid to him. 
For these officials at this time to attem pt to take 
advantage of a loosely drawn bill enacted by the 
{legislature and thereby increase their remuneration 
can have no J ustification neither in morals nor ethics 
and any such effort should be remembered by tax 
pay ers in their future selection of public officials. 
The proper course to have been pursued by the 
treasurers would have been to arrange with county 
boards to furnish such additional help as m ight be 
needed In Issuing the licenses, this help to be paid at 
rate prevalent for services of like character in each 
county . 
Then every cent except the 25 cents which 
goes to the state should be turned into the county 
general fund. 
If In any of the sm aller counties the 
fees otherwise collected are insufficient to pay the 
salary allowed by law, sufficient could be retained 
from these license feees to make up the deficit, but 
no more. 
The constitution of the state and the laws govern­ 
ing treasurers are sufficiently plain and explicit to 
leave no doubt as to the duty of treasurers in the 
situation now' confronting them . 
They should need 
no prompting, and were they employ ed by any one 
save 
the public there would lie no hesitancy upon 
their part. 
If a man contracts to work for $3.000 per 
y ear and to turn In to the county general fund all 
fees in excess of that am ount, he knows, and every ­ 
one else knows, that all that he Is entitled to is the 
amount set out In that contract. 
There should be no rake off for the treasurer nor 
for any one else 
People don’t look at such things thp 
way they did a generation ago. Ethical standards are 
supposed to be J ust the same for a public official as 
tor any one else 


INDUSTRIALISM. 


W hat agriculture gets out of the new Hawley tariff 
bill becomes very clear when a few of the schedules 
are examined. 
Take the ease of hides. 
Frequently , It is said on 
g >od authority , the cattle raiser gets the only profit 
for his labors through the sale of hides. 
The house 
committee wan requested to place a duty on hides 
but refused to grant the application. 
They still re­ 
main on the free list 
But shoes are taken from the 
free list and given a 20 per cent duty . 
For y ears American lumbering interests have pro­ 
duced singles more cheaply than they can be made 
In Canada 
The figures show that the cost of Ameri­ 
can-produced shingles are materially 
below 
those 
which come from north of the border. 
Yet, in the 
new Hawley bill shingles are taken from the free list 
and given a 25 per cent duty . Three of the most com ­ 
mon building materials on the farm are taken from 
the free list and placed under protection. 
In addi­ 
tion to shingles, the duty on cement is placed at 22.45 
per cent while the duty on common brick is fixed at 
21 « 4 per cent: 
Window glass goes from 44 37 i>er cent to 67.11 
cent, table linen from 40 to 45, watches from 47 60 
t i 7101; wool blankets from 61.65 to 66.29; wool ap­ 
parel from 56 60 to 89 06; spun ray on from 46 51 to 
83 39; rhlna and porcelain from 68 18 to 818 1; chalk 
and putty from 25.27 to 117 84; pliers and pinchers 
from 60 to 134 97; huH electrical Insulators from 30 
to 110 71. 
These are a few of the examples of what congress 
is cooking for the American people 
They explain 
why Senator Borah, and other members of the n a­ 
tional assembly of Independent character, refuse to 
J oin the industrial bloc which dominates the repub­ 
lican party In tariff legislation. 
If the Hawley bill 
becomes law It will add enormously to the burdens of 
the American i>eoplo 
Tariffs cannot be revised in 
wholesale fashion 1i unprecedented levels without 
ushering in a period of high living costs without a 
parallel in this country .

FIGHTING FOR ART TREASURES. 
The fight which Europe is making to save her pre­ 
cious art treasures comm ands adm iration and re­ 
spect . 
It lias been a spirited campaign and one which has 
called for sacrifice on the part of individuals. Slow- 
but surely . America, richer now than ever before 
in her history , has been picking off the choicest and 
most prized collections in Europe. 
The movem ent o! 
art treasure« from the continent and from Great 
Britain to the United States has become so great that 
J ohn Bull, the German ¿ veople, 
and 
France 
have 
called upon those of m eans to preserve the European 
collections. 
Recently the Luttrell Psalter, one of the most finely 
illum inated manuscripts in English, was withdrawn 
from the auction block with the announcem ent it 
had been bought privately for the British museum. 
The price jxttd. $157.900. 
was lent, interest free, by 
public spirited collectors who insisted 
the 
Psalter 
should remain in England. 
It was freely recognized 
that it could have commanded $250.000 on the auc­ 
tion block but the owner gladly sacrificed a sum of 
nearly $100,000 to retain it for the British 
The same 
firm of collectors purchased the 
' Bedford 
Book of 
Hours" for $165 000 and will turn it over to the Brit­ 
ish museum without com m ission or interest. 
The I.utirell Psalter is one of the 
most 
lavishly 
dec wated manuscripts existing 
It contains 309 pages 
and is illum inated in colors and in gold. 
Its marginal 
drawings illustrate the life and custom s of medieval 
England 


Let us return to the original plan outlined as the 
objective for tariff legislation under the leadership 
of Herbert Hoover 
He described it him self. 
He es­ 
tablished its boundaries and defined its purpose« He 
proposed to revise the tariff to afford grenter pro­

Such action would only nullify the purpose 
of the tariff program 
Why then did the house pass a general tariff re­ 
vision bill, such as the Hawley measure is. and why 
la the senate revenue com m ittee following the same 
plan in its consideration of the measure? 
The answer 
cannot be given until the membership of congress is 
examined 
Its com m ittees which shape tariff legisla­ 
tion are made up overwhelmingly of legislators who 
represent industrial 
com m unities 
Its 
lenders who 
mould legislation come from the sam e sections 
It is 
in fact and in truth under the domination of an in ­ 
dustrial bkv whose selfish interests are in conflict 
with the avowed purposes of the president apd Ins 
party 
For y ears it has been accustomed 1 
1 sharing more 
generously in the national income through clever and 
unfair manipulation of the tariff 
It has^taken 190 
per cent for itself while it has kidded tlie farmer and 
the consumer Into believing that his salvation has 
been at stake 
We do not believe that it would be 
possible t i place the United States on a free trade 
basis at this time, without inviting disaster 
But we 
do believe itfat it would be possible to treat various 
classes in America with a greater degree of fairness 
in distribution of the benefits which are supposed to 
spring from the application of tlie tariff principle 
The Central West may make up its m ind to one 
tact, however 
It will never get what is coming to 
it without fighting for it. and more than that, re- 
\ealtn« intelligence and unity of p u r p le in its battle 
for Its interests
